to settle down to make such use of it 
as seems best to them. The Tribune 
willingly throws in a word of advice 
as the fittest of wedding gifts. It is 
that they oarefully search house, bag­ 
gage, and hearts, and see that, as they 
set out on the long journey together, 
they take no skeletons with (hem. 
Your novel-writer, playwright, and 
poet find the inevitable ghastly tenant 
of the closeta mighty useful personage. 
They could not do without him; hele 
made to shoulder and lug in all the 
tragedy, the dramatic situations, the 
te ’ling points; but practical house- 
kee,''erfl or home-makers would do 
well 
begin their Spring cleaning 
and 
L ‘,nten eelf-examinations 
by 
ridding ti‘,em8e^Ves of all cadavers or 
any sort of secrets which have to be 
kept out of sight as quickly as possible. 
The skeleton in the major! ty of hous­ 
es ruled after the latest motis ia » 
mean economy is unwise, and a lavi'h 
show in circumstauces where display 
is vulgar. The young husband and 
wife, if they venture on housekeeping 
at all, wish, first of all, to imnress 
their little world with their means and 
good taste. Parlor and dining-room 
boast their fine carpets or rugs, pic­ 
tures, 
and .bric-a-brac; 
there is a 
showy set of china “for company;,, 
the mean skeleton slinks into up­ 
per closets with the scanty stock of 
linen, or among the cheap thin pil­ 
lows and hard mattresses, or down to 
the bare, comfortless kitchen, with 
its meager supply of pots and pane. 
There are mansions dubbed by gap­ 
ing passers-by as palatial, whose draw­ 
ing-rooms and state-chambers are 
marvels of luxury, but whose kitchens 
and 8leeping-rooms are scarcely fit 
to be the habitation of paupers. I f our 
ambitious young housekeeper has any 
such skeletons as this to hide, or any 
other result of her own indolence or 
ignorance, she may be sure her eln 
will find her out, and that at the least 
convenient season. Bhain magnifi­ 
cence never yet covered up poverty, 
idleness, or uncleauness with its scan­ 
ty, gaudy drapery. 
Your fashionable visitor will some 
day catch a glimpse of the ragged 
table cloth, or the creeping horror of 
the basement—ghost harder to lay 
than Hamlet’s father—will rise from 
his cavern in the sink to walk on par­ 
lor brocatelle. There was an old cus­ 
tom among onr great-grandmothers 
which required each girl to weave 
and spin her chests fnll of undercloth­ 
ing, bed and table linen, before she 
could hope for matrimony. Thousands 
of honest young couples with this 
provision, a cow, aud clean feather 
bed, began life courageously together, 
and ended it with honor and success. 
Thousauds of their descendants who 
are ashamed of them began it now 
with fine furniture aud a showy house, 
:ind not half the preparation 
for 
clear, comfort and genuine decency. 
Tiie re are other skeletons which 
bad better be thrown out headlong 
from the new home; that old love 
attair which the husband 
passed 
long ago, and which he goes back to 
mope over when dyspeptic or out 
of humor. It lilts him, he fancies, to 
quite a poetic hight—tiie possession of 
Uiis lost love, stored away for mel­ 
ancholy emergencies. The best way 
for his wife to lay this ghost is to brln~ 
him face to lace with his ideal dream 
Ten chances to one she is fat, middle 
aged, and frowzy, but in any case the 
new man and woman into which both 
have grown are most likely to repel 
each other. There are cadavers buried 
in almost every home ready to breed 
malaria; grudges between husband and 
wife; sore old family feuds; unsettled 
disputes about money. 
Many people, too, keep a sort of 
charnel-house atmosphere about by 
means of secrets; they wrap them­ 
selves in 
a 
disagreeable mystery; 
manage their children and friends by 
a system of finesse; they are apt, too, to 
possess seusitiveness beyond the com­ 
prehension of the vulgar, are always 
in the abyss of a quarrel or on the 
hights of reconciliation. There are no 
whole respectable skeletons in their 
houses, perhaps, but you walk knee 
deep in bits of bones. Most familiar 
amoug skeletons is debt. 
Our advice 
to youug housekeepers is to turn the 
whole miserable tribe out of doors. 
Dont coddle them or temporize with 
them or cover them up, but—at what­ 
ever sacrifice—turn them out of doors. 
Then only can you hope for honest, 
clean, cheerful homes in which to live 
out your lives and rear your children.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


A locomotive exploded yesterday on Ihe 
Glasgow and Southern railroad, killing five 
and Injuring nine persons. 
The Deutsche Zeitung reports that five Rus­ 
sian correspondents have been expelled from 
Croatia. 
J. Thlrion Montauban, Minister of San Do­ 
mingo to Fi ance, Is dead. 
A Paris correspondent ct the Times says 
that the Papal brief addressed to the Arch­ 
bishop of Toledo denounced the liberty or 
worship in Spain as loading the State with a 
great crime, and paving the way to the per­ 
secution of Catholicism. 
The London Times' special from Berlin 
states that Councilor Von Norlkoff, who has 
been Embassador of Russia at Vb-nna since 


18711, has resigned In consequence of a misun­ 
derstanding with Count Andrassy, the Aus­ 
trian Premier, 
The Assembly has refused to recede from 
Its Uve per cent, amendm ent to the Railroad 
Transportation bill, and a committee of con- 
lerence has been appointed from both Houses. 
The Standard understands that there is to 
be no division on the second reading of the 
Royal Titles bill in the House of Lords. The 
leaders of the opposition are resolved to 
make a great effort to support Lord Shaftes­ 
bury’s motion for an address to the Queen 
praying her not to assume the title of Em ­ 
press. 
Forty miners left Scranton, Pa., for the 
Black Hills on Monday. They were accom­ 
panied to the depot by a brass band and a 
crowd of about two hundred and fifty men, 
women and children. The gold hunters were 
provided with guns,ammunition and mining 
Implements, and were regularly officered. 
The steamship Great Western, which went 
ashore on the Long Island coast Saturday 
night, parted amidships, and will be a total 
wreck. 
A heavy rain-storm prevailed in St. Louis 
during Monday, doing much damage. 
W. H. Collin, formerly acting Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company, has stated that the whole story of 
Senator Thurman’s being concerned in an al­ 
leged conspiracy to pass two land grant bills 
through CoDgress In 1872-'3 for that road, by 
Improper means, Is a fabrication. 
A young man named John Hines suicided 
near San Jose on Monday morning. 
A Chinese row about women took place in 
San Jose on Sunday. Some women were ab- 
dueted, a few shots fired, and no one killed. 
It is believed Dana’s nomination will not 
be confirmed. 
A Kansas City dispatch says the district 
convention held there on Monday split wide 
open and two sets ofdelegates will be sent to 
the National Convention. 
A dam has given way at Clinton, Mass., 
loss, 8200,000. 
George S. Harris, has brought a lot of An­ 
gora goats for California from Asia Minor. 
He will introduce them into our Sierras. 
American Minister Orth has left Vienna 
and will soon sail to New York. 
The rumor that Samuel McKee A Co. put 
and call brokers of San Francisco had failed 
is contradicted. 
The schooner Harriet Newell went ashore 
on Bluff Island near Portland.Malne, on Sun­ 
day. Thu captain and his wife were drowned 
The brig A. Porter went ashore on W hite 
Island near Portsmouth N.H.,yesterday The 
eaptaln and seven men were drowned. The 
first male was the only one saved. 


T h e custom of issuing passes to 
Tom, D ic k and H a r r y , and every 
other individual who sets himself up 
as somebody of so much importance 
that he should not pay for riding, is 
one which wouM L»e beneficial to rail­ 
road compuiiies if more honored in 
the ureach than the observance. Nine 
tenths of those now waging bitter war­ 
fare on the railroads of this State are 
men who have carried railroad passes 
and used them from the building of 
the roads up to a few months ago,and 
In the fact that the company refused 
to renew those passes exists the cause 
for their enmity toward the railroads. 
If the Central Pacific bad not canceled 
C o h en ’s pass that gentleman would 
now be one of i ts warmest friends. 
We venture to say that if the com­ 
pany would speak they could name 
scores of men now figh ting them who 
have traveled thous mds of miles on 
their roads and never paid a cent. We 
could mention a minister or two 
whose hatred of “railroad monopolies” 
was born of a refusal by the com pany 
to chalk their hats. 


Our Assemblyman. 
General M cCo n n e l l is always lev­ 
el-headed and right on all proposi­ 
tions. In the debate on the bill re­ 
ducing the salaries of State officers he 
used the following language: 
“The safe medium was that adopted in late 
years by the English Purliameni— tiiat of cut­ 
ting off -sinecure officers, hut allowing n lr 
Say to those who wure doing good work. Thu 
ill might well have been styled ‘an Act to 
establl-h a poor-house at the Capital.’ It had 
been passed in the Senate on the principle 
that men should accept the siate offices for 
the purpose of making anything more thau a 
iner? livelihood.” 
And the hill was defeated. 


A Victory for the People. 
The San Jose Patriot, a paper that 
believes President G r a n t the only 
man in the United States possessing 
the modicum of honesty necessary for 
chief executive and B e l k n a p anil 
B a b co ck and O r v il l e G r a n t and 
all the rest of the annointed band, 
men of spotless character and immac­ 
ulate reputatiou, is pleased to call the 
defeat of ARCHfR’s bill for the des­ 
truction of railroads, “ S t a n f o r d ’s 
victory” and proceeds to pour its vials 
of wrath on the devoted heads of those 
members of the Senate who record 
their votes against the passage of the 
bill. The animadversions of a paper 
that recognizes no standard of judg­ 
ment above its own fanaticism and 
mistakes its own malice for the will 
of the people, cannot be accorded a 
high nitch in the temple of rational 
journalism, nor will the anathmas it 
calls down on the Senators who, by 
r efusing to support a measure that 


would, bad it succeeded, have retard­ 
ed the im pro vment and checked the 
development of the whole couutry, 
dared toopposethe wave of fanaticism 
set in motion by place hunters aud 
supported by political demagogues, 
survive houest men from the discharge 
of their duty. 
In truth the defeat 
of that infamous bill was a victory for 
the people and a blessing for the coun­ 
try. Its passage was opposed by near­ 
ly every uutrammeled unsubsidized 
newspaper of respectability in the 
State. It was opposed by the farmer, 
the merchant, the laboring man, the 
manufacturer aud the masses general­ 
ly. Its defeat was a victory for all 
because its success would have work­ 
ed serious injury to all. If it is con­ 
ceded that the people’s money materi­ 
ally assisted in building the railroads 
of the State, surely they do not desire 
to deprive themselves of every chance 
for a return from this money by the 
passage of a bill that will render these 
roads worse thau useless. The Patriot 
holds that they do, and rails at the 
Senate for omitting to carry out it» 
programme. We shall not deny that 
the Patriot expresses its own and Mr. 
A r c h e r ’s sentiments but that it ever 
indicates those of the people of Cali­ 
fornia or of auy considerable portion 
thereof we do most emphatically 
deny. If S ta n fo r d has wou a victo­ 
ry he has won it for ihe whole State. 


“ Let no Guilty Man Escape.” 
There Is a species of homely elo­ 
quence and a deal of honest patriot­ 
ism embodied in the expression of 
President G r a n t “Let no guilty man 
escape,” but the man who stubbornly 
resolved to “fight it out on this line 
if it takes all Summer,” seems to have 
forgotten that civil government is not 
unlike military success in the fact that 
one requires something more thau 
mere words and the other more than 
eloquent pronuciamentos. “Let no 
guilty man escape,” sounds well, but 
the assurance that no guilty man 
shall escape which grows out of 
prompt and decisive steps for bringing 
the thieves and robbers that now in­ 
fest the government to the punish­ 
ment they so richly merit, would be 
vastly more comforting to the people. 
For his own credit aud for the sake of 
the people it is to be regretted that the 
President has not given this assur­ 
ance. Thus far the command, “Let 
no guilty man escape,” has been fol­ 
lowed by a mode of procedure that 
may be best characterized as an emi­ 
nently successful effort at “how not to 
do it.” We are afraid there is too 
much ground on which to base the 
impression growing stronger day by 
day among the people, that when the 
President said “Let no guilty man es­ 
cape” he meant “Let no conviction 
follow.” If such was not his meaning 
his instructions have been misunder­ 
stood by those to whom has been in­ 
trusted the work of bringing the offen­ 
ders to trial. There is a great deal of 
smoke but the Are remains hidden. 
The officers are crying “stop thief” 
with an earnestness that gives assur­ 
ance of the existence of an army of 
thieves, but the insufficient number 
of the light fingered gentry actually 
caught seems as though the failure to 
catch is intended to imply that there 
is nothing to catch. This is, to use a 
slang term, “too thin.” The people 
believe that if no guilty man escapes 
the government prisons will be crowd­ 
ed.

S an F r a n c isc o , March 28th.—At a 
meeting of the directors of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute last night it was re­ 
solved that the next fair shall open 
August 8th and continue one month. 
On Saturday last a riot occurred m 
Chinatown in San Jose in which two 
Chinamen were killed, several wound­ 
ed and four China women abducted. 
The mass meeting of the citizens 
opposed to Chinese immigration will 
lie held April 1st, in the evening at 
Union Hall. 
Committee appointed 
by the authorities of the city of San 
Francisco to take into consideration the 
evil of Chinese immigration and mat­ 
ters of relief pertinent thereto, believe 
tiiat every substantial interest of the 
people of the Pacific coast is jeopar­ 
dized by unresisted immigration. 
In the Board of Supervisors last eve­ 
ning the following resolutions were 
introduced by Mr. Strother and was 
adopted: 
Resolved, that it is the 
sense of this boa rd that all officers of 
ihe city and county should refrain 
from employing in any capacity any 
Chinese coolie and from purchase and 
use of any article manufactured or 
produced in California by such coolie 
labor or in any manner aiding or 
assisting any such coolie in obtaining 
employment on articles for manufac­ 
ture and from purchasing from and 
patronizing those who shall be known 
to employ aid or trade or to be em­ 
ployed by any such coolie. A resolu­ 
tion was also introduced asking the 
Legislature to pass two anti-coolie 
bills, introduced by Assemblyman 
Carson. 
At the beginning of the present 
month the police unearthed a gang of 
organized thieves ranging from 9 to 
17 years of age. The young scoundrels 
liada rendezvous undera house on the 
corner of Mason aud Ellis streets, and 
had a captain, president and treasurer. 
They kept a record of all the houses 
entered by tbem, and their books 
showed that they had burglarized no 
less than eighteen places. Six of the 
young rascals were committed to the 
industrial School by the Police Judge 
and in less than a week afterwards 
the Industrial School Committee re­ 
leased every one of them on probation. 
It was reported at the police office 
this morning that John Goodwin, 
captain of the gang, and Fred. Serip, 
lieutenant, had stolen $56 from the 
widowed mother of the former, all the 
money she had in the world, and de­ 
camped to parts unknown. The po­ 
lice are hunting for the young 
villains. 
The first and second mates, Pool and 
Fitzgerald, of the ship Gold Hunter, 
which arrived yesterday from Boston’ 
were arrested by the U. S. Marshal 
on a charge of beating and wounding 
seamen. They were released from 
custody on their own recognizance. 
Inthecaseof ex parte John Rick- 
eltou on habeas corpus, argued before 
the Supreme Court last Saturday and 
submitted, this question is presented: 
Whether a party in an attachment 
suitcau be brought up for examina­ 
tion as to his property before a judg­ 
ment has been obtained. It has here­ 
tofore been the practice to make such 
examination unchallenged under the 
supposition that the law permitted 
it. The point now made is that the 
law does it. Rickleton refused to ap­ 
pear in Court and submit to an exam­ 
ination, whereupon he was adjudged 
guilty of contempt. A writ was then 
issued, to obtain his release from cus­ 
tody. 
George Green, a laboring mau, at­ 
tempted suicide tli is morning by jump­ 
ing oil-Meiggs’ wharf. He was fished 
out with considerable difficulty, taken 
to tlie city prison, and charged with 
being drunk. Whisky was the cause. 
The testimony in the case of J. B. 
Felton, executor, vs. L. L. Robinson 
et al., was closed this afternoon, aud 
the case reserved for argument. H. A. 
Cobh, who was recalled to state the 
value of farms of the Pioclie estate in 
which Robinson claimed to be inter­ 
ested, estimated their value at 
$460,000. 


Night Dispatches.

S a c r a m e n t o , March 28th.—Senate 
met at 10 A. M., the Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor in the chair. 
The Centennial appropriation bill 
coming upon the file for final passage, 
after an extended debate was passed 
on a call of the ayes and noes—ayes, 
19, noes, 18. 
Laine gave notice of reconsidera­ 
tion. 
The bills concerning the text 
book question and those in reference 
to otiier educational matters were 
considered as the special order for the 
hour. 
Tuttle's bill prescribing the manner 
of furnishing text books for the public 
sehools by having the State own the 
copy-right of the text books to be used 
was first taken up. After a warm 
contest the bill was indefinitely post­ 
poned. 
Hopkins’ bill allowing county 
Boards of Examination and city 
Boards of Education to furnish text­ 
books for their respective districts 
was then taken up, and on a call of 
tiie ayes and noes the bill was passed. 
Tinnen, a bitter opponent of the bill, 
offered an amendment to the title of 
the bill as follows: “An act to squan­ 
der the public moneys of the State.” 
The entire afternoon was passed in 
this unprofitable battle of the books. 
The general file, containing upwards 
of 200 bills was untouched, and if not 
taken up before the end of the present 
week, thechancesof many useful and 
worthy measures becoming laws are 
decreased beyond any hope of ini- 
provment. It is to be regretted that so 
much valuable time has been wasted 
in desultory and comparatively unim­ 
portant measures. 
The Assembly messenger on coming 
into the Senate was notified that the 
Assembly had refused to recede from 
the five per cent, amendment to the 
O’Connor Commissioner bill, and that 
the Speaker had appointed Archer, 
McKenna and Scrivener a committee 
of conference on the part of the As­ 
sembly. The President appointed 
Farley, Edgerton and Pierson a com­ 
mittee on the part of the Senate. 


This is the last Legislative action 
upon the Commissioner bill, except 
the adoption or rejection by each 
House of the report of the Conference 
Committees upon the amendment. 
The committee of the Assembly, Mc­ 
Kenna, Archer and Scrivener, were 
the warmest supporters of the Archer 
bill, and of the obnoxious five per 
cent, clause. The result of the Con­ 
ference is not even to be guessed at 
The fate of the bill is plunged in 
greater doubt tlian before, for a dis­ 
agreement will result in the death of 
the bill. This legislative dead-lock is 
not of frequent occurrence, but when 
it does happen, it is sure to result dis­ 
astrously for the subject matter under 
consideration. 
The Assembly met at 10 A. M. 
Hayne introduced a bill toempower 
and give authority to the county of 
Santa Barbara to aid in the construc­ 
tion of a railroad within its limits. 
The General Appropriation bill was 
then considered. Considerable reduc­ 
tion was made in the appropriation 
for the contiugent expenses of State 
officers. They were out down on an 
average of 35 per cent. An appropri­ 
ation of $8,000 was made to pay for 
the present and future indebtedness 
for listing bonds from the United 
States to the State. 
The bill apportioning the expense of 
the Vasuuez trial between the coun­ 
ties of San Benito aud Monterey was 
refused engrossment. 
Pierce’s bill incorporating the city 
of San Diego was passed. 
McConnell introduced a bill to pre­ 
scribe the fees of the District Attorney 
of Los Angeles county in cases of con­ 
viction. 
The O’Connor Commissioner Dili 
coming up in the Senate message, the 
Assembly refused to recede from its 
five per cent, amendment by a vote of 
38 ayes to 39 noes. Accordingly the 
Speaker appointed Archer, McKenna 
and Scrivener a Committee of Confer­ 
ence on the part of the Assembly. 
The bill appropriating money for 
the benefit of the agricultural socie­ 
ties within the State was indefinitely 
postponed. 
The bill appropriating money to pay 
the indebtedness of the State Agricul­ 
tural Society was passed by a vote of 
47 ayes to 19 noes, the representatives 
from the Southern counties voting no. 
Speaker Carpenter then took the 
floor and gave notice that he would 
on to-morrow move a reconsideration 
of the .vote by which the House on 
this day refused to recede from its 
amendments to the O’Connor bill. 
The iutentiou of Mr. Carpenter is evi­ 
dently to bridge the difficulty occa­ 
sioned by the jar between the Senate 
and Assembly, and to obviate all ac­ 
tion by the conference committees, 
which in any case is likely to have 
the result of killing the bill. The vote 
by which the Assembly refused to re­ 
cede from its amendment was so close 
that a single vote would have made a 
difference in favor of receding. None 
but the most radical now speak of not 
receding. The vote to-morrow may 
show a result in favor of the bill. 
The Santa Barbara railroad bill was 
taken up at a late hour and passed by 
a large majority.

Curiosity, mingled witli a desire to 
rejiew, in part at least, tire experien­ 
ces of nearly a score of years ago, led 
your correspondent to undertake a 
trip to the Eastern terminus of the 
Arizona branch of the S P. R. R. a 
few days ago. 
My memories of the 
trip across “the desert” from Fort 
Yuma to Warner’s Ranch in 1858, had 
grown dim, and I felt like furbishing 
them up witii a sight of some of the 
genuine article in the way of sand, 
rock, cacti, wind and tire other con­ 
comitants of our American Sahara. 
Whether I took the train or the train 
took me is a disputed question, but 
anyhow 1 was off at 2:30 p. m. for Sev­ 
en Palms. 
The ride up to the time 
when 1 sunk unresistingly into the 
embrace of Morpheus, which hap­ 
pened soon after leaving Colton, was a 
pleasant one. 
It could not be other­ 
wise at this season of the year. About. 
11 o’clock P. M. I was roused up by the 
Conductor who shouted Seven Palms 
in my ear, and I emerged from tire 
car ami found myself at tire terminus. 
Considering the fact that tiie night 
was a dark one, tire sky overcast with 
clouds and tire gentle zephyrs of that 
particular region evidently were on a 
bust, I enquired for a bed and was 
speedily erco rttd th ereto by my old 
friend Ben Dettmer who holds the po­ 
sition of Mayor Domo to Mr. Van 
Dyke, the proprietor of tire station. 
I awoke early (everybody wakes early 
out here) und after a hasty toilet took 
a survey ot the surroundings. Here is 
d e so l a t io n 
for you. Disintegrated granite and 
grauite boulders are the indigenous 
and principal productions of the re­ 
gion. A few dwarfed and parched 
specimens of grease-wood and a plant 
which has a leaf like a miniature 
edition of wormwood are absolutely 
the only efforts which nature feels 
herself capable of putting forth. Even 
the cactus shrinks from an effort to 
suck up sustenance for its spikes and 
thorns in this desolate spot, and the 
greasewood and daleas have been 
blown upon by the West wind with 
such unvarying persistency that they 
cling to the surface of the earth and 
seem to he engaged in a frantic and 
eternal hut unavailing effort to warn 
people not to take tlie late Horace 
Greeley’sadvice to go West. On eith­ 
er side of this barren region, which 
hereabouts may be a matter of six 
miles wide, perhaps seven, arise rang­ 
es of hills, which look as if the origi­ 
nal fires of wrath had taken a contract 
to scorch them most thoroughly, and 
had performed their work in such a 
way as to leave not the faintest odor 
of shoddy clinging to the transaction. 
THE SCENERY. 
Behind the Southern range of these 
hills rise magnificent mountain rang­ 
es, one of which, known to the Seven 
Palmers as theTliree Brothers, is said 
to be 10,700 feet high. Looking East­ 
ward, the desert widens and broadens 
for some forty odd miles, when there 
is a break in the hill range and the 
prospect suggests the ocean, since the 
only boundary which greets the eye is 
the horrizou, dim, indistinct and very 
far from any of us. Two miles North 
of the station is a cluster of desert 
palms, seven in number originally. 
¡Some of them have been taken away 
and others will doubtless follow. 
They grow, I am Informed, in a brack­ 
ish marsh. 
I did not visit the locali­ 
ty. Nearly opposite the station to 
the South are some very fine hot 
springs, the name of which is Agua 
Caliente. Here the remnant ot an In­ 
dian tribe have a ranchería, where 
they cultivate grapes,peaches, melons, 
and some cereals. I shall begin to be­ 
lieve in the general degeneracy of the 
universal Yankee nation if somebody 
does not “scoop” those noble red men 
of the desert with a small piece of 
Pottawottamie scrip in the course of 
the slow moving ages, and convert 
the locality into a grand thermo-hy­ 
gienic resort for the afflicted with 
“roomatiz.” 
Mark my prediction. 
I do not know that anything further 
is needed by way of descriptionjunless 
I allude to the circus hugs, of which 
there are mauy. They look as if they 
might he first cousins to the coek- 
rouch family, and have a way of get­ 
ting mad and standing on their heads 
when their peregrinations are inter­ 
fered with, until they are allowed to 
proceed on their way without further 
interruption. So much for the sur­ 
roundings of Seven Palms station. 
ITS CHIEF INTEREST 
Consists in the fact that it is at pres­ 
ent a mile stone, so to speak, or you 
may call it a seven mile collection of 
stones, if you prefer, in the onward 
march of the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road. It is another point gained in 
the contest with savage nature and the 
struggle to bring us into profitable 
comiect'on and intimate relation with 
the rich region beyoud the Colorado, 
thecompuny’s present objective point. 
Four miles of track have been laid be­ 
yond Seven Palms, and the graders 
have completed their work 16 miles 
further on, which brings them to In 
dian Wells, where good water is ob 
tained at a depth of 16 feet from the 
sut face. Twenty miles beyond Indian 
Wells the grading force uuder Mr. 
Geo. Hall will reach Dos Palmas, 
where the sand begins to give way to 
a better soil. Indian Wells station is 
32 feet below the sea level according 
to barometrical measurement. Mr. 
W.N.Monroe lias charge of the track- 
laying force, und is pushing the work 
ahead with his characteristic energy. 
He informs me the company have 26 
miles of steel rails on baud; this qual­ 
ity being used exclusively Eastward 
from the summit. Mr. Monroe also 
called my attention to the fact that, 
reports to the contrary notwithstand­ 
ing, four section hands can keep six 
miles of road on the desert in good or­ 
der and repair with less labor than on 
any other part of the route. Some 
parties have been actively engaged in 
prophesying disaster 
from 
sand 
storms. Put their talk down as bosh, 
undiluted bosh. As I stood at the 
station at Seven Palms and looked 
Eastward I reflected that but a few 
months would elapse b; fore a trip over 
the desert, once so mucu dreaded, 
would he a mere pleasure excursion, I 
recognized more fully than ever be­ 
fore HOW POWERFUL A FACTOR 
In thedevelopníéut of the material in­ 
terests of this coast tin Southern Pa­ 
cific and Central Pacific railroad c< m- 
panies have been. If some of tii >se 
who seem to think they have a call to 
cripple the energies and defeat,if such 
a thing were possible, the purposes of 
tne 8. P. R. R., will take a trip to 
Seven Palms they night he iti lined 


to try some other tack. The company 
have a force of men at work at Seven 
Palms, under Mr. James Marshall, 
siuking for artesian water. 
They 
have reached a depth of 70 feet, and 
are in strong hopes of accomplishing 
their object. Here also are the pres­ 
ent headquarters of the Arizona and 
New Mexico 
EXPRESS COMPANY, 
Organized not long ago by Mr. Henry 
Wells, of Wells, Fargo A Co. Mr. H. 
Wells is President, J. P. Rowland, 
Vice President, Chas. H. Wells, Gen­ 
eral Superintendent, and J. M. Clark, 
Superintendent of Stages. Mr.W. H. 
Forbes is local agent at Seven Palms. 
The company have stocked the road 
with three hundred horses, have dug 
several new wells along the line of the 
road, and have had their coaches built 
by the Kimball Mauufacturing Com­ 
pany. They will carry thirteen pas­ 
sengers comfortably, and there is no 
such thing as “handing out the box.” 
Iron safes have been fastened into the 
front, and it will be necessary for the 
knights of the road to have a good 
supply of dynamite along if they ex­ 
pect to capture anything. The coaches 
are models of roomy convenience from 
a stage-coachey point of view. The 
stages are drawn by six horses, and 
leave every other day and arrive as 
often. The time is three days to Pres­ 
cott and four days to Tucson. By the 
kindness of Mr. Forbes I am enabled 
present the readers of the H e ra ld 
with an itinerary of the route, which 
is as follows:

This letter has spun itself out to a 
very considerable length already, 
and I will defer mention of that won­ 
derful natural gateway the San Gor- 
gonio Pass until ray next. I do not 
desire to close, however, without re­ 
turning my thanks to Mr. James 
Van Dyck, who keeps a house of en­ 
tertainment at Seven Palms, and to 
whom I am indebted for kind treat­ 
ment and other favors.
